To impose bilingfialism on the Québécois, 
the document warns, is to "force their 
collective assimilation as a necessary price 
for economkr'progress". 

The NDPQ therefore should actively en- 
courage the acceptance of French as the only 
official language In Quebec, "In the private 
sector as well as In the public," and should 
work for a reorientation of English Canada 
toward this position. 

In conclusion the language and culture 
document calls for a socialist policy, which 
" alone wUl permit the linguistic and cultural 
expansion of Qudiec while favouring at the 
same time .the easy integration of Anglo- 
phones into Quebec." • -, V

The "Observer" was chosen 
after Judge Nichols decided to 
bar Rose from the courtroom 
after defendant bad engaged the 
judge ffi^heavy arguments fol- 
lowing the selection of a juror 
who had himself told the court 
that be would not be impartial.

However, during the selection 
of the jury, which resumed Mon- 
day, Boisvert showed none of 
the tenacity of Rose as questions 
were' put to. the prospective jury 
membqj^The- lOtb juror was 
selëcteiïf^tn^wom in and two 
others were rejected by the Crown 
lawyer within 20 minutes. 

With Rose in court it bad taken 
more than a week to select the 
first six jurors. 

Judge Nichols called Rose 
into the courtroom briefly Mon- 
day to renew bis offer that Rose 
could continue his own defense 
if he promised to follow rules 
set down by the judge. 

"I gave you a clear enough 
answer last^tbne,^' Rose told 
the judge. Rosé'^bad said earlier 
that he would continue to stand 
up for his own rights whenever 
he thought the judge or Crown 
were infringing on those rights.

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Doctor calls abortion murder

"Burning blueprints is better 
then bipwûg up the buildings." 

That was the analogy used 
yesterday by Dr. Hugh Scott of 

iRyH; in defense of contraception 

fSndfagainst abortion. The McGill 
Professor dd}ated with Dr. Serge 
Mongeau of the Family Planning 
Institute of Montreal 
. Both Dr. Mongeau and Dr. 
Scott agreed that abortion is not 
a medical problem but;^a^social 
one. Dr. Mongeau said it^vralT his ' 
job to prevent bad consequences 
of abortions wiilch can result in 
psychological harm. 

" "There are 10,000 ,- 25,000 
abortions in Qud>ec each year", 
he noted. He attacked illegali 
abortions stressing the need for ' 
change in '.our hitérpretatlon of 
our existing abortion Jaws to 
malce it easier for a person to 

• get an abortion. 

Dr. Scott noted that abortion 
is murder because conception is 
the beginning of life. Dr. Mon- 

ii 



geau count^M^fuàt}^ argument 
by sayhig he did nbC'gétlinvolved 
in the semantics^Sf when life 
actually begins. The administra- 
tor of Montreal's finest family 
planning center .believes , that 
life's importance" is not to be 
found in its quantity but hi its 
quality.."We need good sex edu- 
cation, not a fiddly biology course 
that discusses i^gotes ' all day 
long," he asserted. 



Dr. Scott mentioned that he 
was in favor of abortions for 
biological reasons such, as brahi 
damage.

The formerJrohservative'MP bemoaned the ambuntTof illation 
and the absence of nutrition in today's foods. 

He aiso took issue with Parliament, saying that it was absurd that 
we do not have registered lobbying or conflict of interest laws. 

Frank Capon, Vice-President of the Canadian Chartered Institute 
of Accountants, who also spoke at Friday's Commerce seminar, on 'So- 
cial Responsibility hi Bushtess expressed ids distaste for communism. - 

He described private ownership as bebig of the utmost bnportance 
to man. "The territorial hnpèrative is man's greatest drive; sex iss 
innate too but it passes," he informed the audience. - '^^ 

This may have been the reason for Huttbn Archer describhig Capon 
asthe"SpiroARnewof Bushiess." , 

"If we develop a guaranteed annual income we will lose our freedom 
to mediocre socialism;" Capon declared.."Too much change too quick-.
